The Oversea exports during November amounted to £3,296,746, being 
a decrease of £243,078, or over 7 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the five months, July to 
November, there was a decrease of £8,760,692, or 19:9 per cent., com- 


pared with the same period for 1915.

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Publie Finances.—The Public Accounts for November show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,536,639, or £79,810 more than in 
November of last year. During the five months ended 30th November, 
the revenue was £7,400,327, being £323,134, or 4:5 per cent., more 
than in the corresponding period of the last financial year.

On the 30th November, 1916, the Consolidated Revenue Account 
was in debit to the amount of £1,763,894. 


Postal Communieation.—The figures for 1915-16 show that 219,626,521 
letters and post cards were carried during the year. This represents 
the very high proportion of 118 per head of population, The number 
of post offices was 2,640, which represents on the average one post office 
to every 703 of the population. 


Manufacturing Industries.—The returns of manufactories and works in the 
State show that the number of establishments in 1915-16 decreased by 
70 or 1°3 per cent, in comparison with the figures for 1914-15. The 
total number of persons employed was 116,373, of whom 87,697 were 
males and 28,676 females, and exhibits a total decrease only of 238, or 

‘2 per cent., compared with the previous year’s figures. There was 
an increase of salaries and wages paid to employees (excluding working 
proprietors), amounting to £600,715, the total for 1915-16 being 
£13,328 ,436 as against £12,667,721 in 1914-15. The average wages 
paid in 1915-16 were £118 lls. 8d. as compared with £112 18s. 10d. 
in 1914-15. Of the total wages disbursed in 1915-16, males received 
£11,805,795, and females £1,522,641, the average being for males 
£140 11s. 1d., and for females £53 12s. 1d. The plant and machinery 
in use were valued at £18,206,776 or £1,339,794 in excess of the figures 
for 1914-15 ; and the value of land and buildings used in connection 


with the factories was estimated at £17,834,932, an expansion of 
£991,234. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during November was 7,771 oz. crude, 
equal to 7,243 oz. fine, valued at £30,765, and showed a decrease of 
1,048 oz. fine, and £4,455 in value, compared with November of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the eleven months was 
£347,954, and showed a decrease of 33,067 oz. fine, and £140,461 in 
value, in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 
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Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in November, 1916, prices were 31°6 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914, 3:5 per cent. higher than in November, 1915, and 
0°8 per cent. higher than in the preceding month, October, 1916. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
November, 1916, 61:4 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 11°8 per 
cent. higher than in November, 1915, and 1°6 per cent. lower than in 
October, 1916. Potatoes, flour, onions, butter, bacon and ham increased 
in price, while eggs and cheese declined. 


Both beef and mutton were slightly cheaper than in the previous 
month.

Land Selections.—During November, 130 applications were made for 52,280 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 103,369 acres, representing 
426 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 1,136, and the area applied for 
610,640 acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement 
since the lst January is 1,627,126 acres, representing 3,187 blocks. 


Meteorology.—A widespread rainfall was again recorded during the month, 
as, with the exception of the areas around Wanaaring and Broken Hill, 
and a few isolated places elsewhere, the November totals exceeded the 
average throughout the whole of New South Wales. Remarkable and 
unseasonable temperatures were experienced in the State for the end of 
spring, the cool conditions of October being continued with only 
occasional intervals of normal weather, and the storms operating, which 
were most severe in the first and third weeks, were distinctly of a 
winter-type, both as regards character and direction followed. Violent 
winds on the coast attaining the force of gales were a feature of the 
earlier disturbed period, while many destructive hailstorms were 
reported and falls of snow occurred on the highlands. 
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Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—November, 1916.—The births 
registered numbered 1,637, equal to 25:74 per 1,000 of population ; of 
the total, 836 were males and 80] females. The rate is not satisfactory, 
being 6-4 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 621, namely, 335 males and 286 females, equal 
to a rate of 9°77 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 14 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age groups except 
65 years and over. 

The infantile mortality was 57 per 1,000 births, and is extremely 
gratifying, being 39 per cent. below the average for November of the 
previous five years, 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
November, 287 new buildings. The total for the eleven months, 
January to November, was 4,772, as compared with 5,743 during the 
corresponding period of 1915,
